Vaiksnoras has exhibited atthe Carnegie 
Museum, Pittsburgh; Corcoran Gallery, 
Washington, D. C.; Virginia Museum; 
National Academy of Design and Met¬ 
ropolitan Museum of Art, New York 
City; Butler Art Institute, Youngstown;

Ohio University; the Chrysler Show at 
the First Provincetown Art Festival. He 
has won a total of 23 awards in the 
May Show at the Cleveland Museum 
of Art since 1945.
